STINGING DEFEATS 
TO ADMINISTRATION 


Democrat Whips Will 
Call Bill Up for Final 
Ballot Thursday, Seek 
To Recruit Votes Now. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(UP) 
Democratic leaders hastily ad- 
journed the house with a final 
vote on the $1,500,000,000 work 
relief bill tonight after a stormy 
session in which rebellious, pa- 
tronage-hungry members voted to 
“earmark” $505,000,000 of the 
fund for “pork” or vote-getting 
projects. 

The measure, which is designed 
to provide jobs for 1,700,000 idle 
during the 1938 fiscal year, will be 
brought up again on ‘Thursday 
when a final vote is expected. 
Meantime, administration forces 
will seek to recruit sufficient 
strength to reverse on roll call 
votes the stinging defeats suffer- 
ed today. 

Day-Long Revolt. 

The “pork barrel” uprising— 
second in ferocity only to the one | 
in which President Roosevelt’s | 
Civilian Conservation Corps bill 
was sacrificed on the altar of pa- 
tronage —raged throughout the 
day. It demonstrated growing 
opposition in congress to the con- 
tinuation of “blank check” author- 
ity whieh gives Mr. Roosevelt 
power to spend relief funds as he 
deems fit to aid the distressed. 

. At the close of the day these 
major changes had been made in 
the relief measure: 

1. $55,000,000 to be set aside for 
flood control and water conserva- 
tion work. 

$300,000,000 for PWA. 

2. $300,000,000 to be “earmark- 
ed” for PWA projects. 

8. $1,500,000 to be spent on high- 
Way and grade crossing elimina- 
tion projects. 

4. Authority to use work-relief 
money for construction of power 
lines into rural sections for non- 
profit and co-operative utility 
groups. 

5. Unskilled and _ agricultural 

workers who refuse private jobs 
will be ineligible for work relief 
as long as the private job is avail- 
able. 
The bill, after house action goes 
to the senate where there already 
is under way a strong campaign 
not only to “earmark” large slices 
of the proposed appropriation but 
also to reduce the grant $500,000,- 
000 or more in the interest of 
economy. The house rejected all 
amendments designed to reduce or 
increase the appropriation, in a 
turbulent session last Friday.

Three Youths Killed 
By Powder House Blast 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., May 25.— 
(UP)—Three youths were killed 
and hundreds of homes damaged 
when a powder magazine at which 
the boys were firing with a rifle 
exploded 1 1-2 miles southwest 
of this coal mining community 
late today. 

The dead were Isaac Secrist, 
William Stull and Boyd Long, all 
of Scottdale. The youths appeared 
to be about 18 years old. 

The magazine, owned by the 
Loucks Hardware Company, was 
a one-story sheet iron building. 

The body of one of the youths 
was found along an embankment 
about 50 yards away. The others 
were found in a field about 100 
yards distant. 

The bodies were mutilated badly 
and one was decapitated.

Notorious Gangster Trio 
Escapes With Loot of 
$2,500 After Holdup. 


LOGANSPORT, Ind., May 25.— 
(P)—A new foray of crime—in 


which a bank was robbed and two 
peace officers were showered with 
machine gun fire—was charged to- 
night by state police to the noto- 
rious Al Brady and two of his lieu- 
tenants, all of whom already had 
price tags on their heads for mur- 
der and robbery, 

A burst of machine-gun bullets 
stopped State Policeman Paul V. 
Minneman, of Logansport, and 
Deputy Sheriff Elmer Craig, of 
White county, as they raced in 
pursuit of an automobile carrying 
three men who robbed the Good- 
land State Bank of $2,500 today. 

Minneman was shot probably 
fatally. Twenty-three bullets were 
removed from his body. Craig 
suffered less serious wounds, 

Robbers Escape. 

The robbers escaped. Captain 
Matt Leach, of the state police, 
said their descriptions indicated 
they undoubtedly were the three 
fugitive Brady gangsters—Brady, 
James Dohlhover and Clarence Lee 
Shaffer Jr. 

Minneman and Craig spotted the 
robber car less than an hour after 
the holdup and gave chase. 

Immediately after the shooting, 
state police rushed every available 
officer into a widespread manhunt. 
Two airplanes soared back and 
forth between Logansport and the 
Ohio line carrying searchers.

MONTS, France, May 25.—¢?Kent who had expected to be the 


(UP)—King George VI, directly 
furthering ostracism of the Duke 
of Windsor, telephoned his exiled 
brother late today and told him 
that official guests will not be 
permitted to attend the wedding 
of the Duke and Mrs. Wallis War- 
field on June 3. 

The Duke was enraged at what 
his friends at the Chateau De 
Cande described as a “coup de 
grace by Edward’s enemies” but 
he sought to conceal his anger 
after his conversation with the 
King. 

The monarch, telephoning from 
his study in Buckingham palace, 
was said to have been sympa- 
thetic in delivering his decision 
and to have attempted to console 
Edward. 


As result of the royal verdict 
for which the Duke blamed his 
critics in the British cabinet rather 
than the brother to whom he for- 
feited his throne, Edward’s wed- 
ding will be marred by the ab- 
sence of several of his closest 
friends. 

Edward’s critics first upset his 
plans by preventing members of 


pa the royal family from attending 


the wedding—even the Duke of

The desire of the Duke and Mrs. 
Warfield for a Church of England 
religious ceremony was thwarted 
supposedly because Mrs. Warfield 
has divorced two husbands.

REMOVES BARRIER

0) BAGK FASCISM 
UR LEAVE ITALY 


Choice Appears To Be 
One Between Race or 
Country; Told To Quit 
Opposition to Fuehrer. 


ROME, May 25.—(4)—Premier 
Mussolini’s Milan newspaper ask- 
ed Jews today to give whole- 
hearted support to Fascism or to 
leave the country, and to cease 
criticism of Germany. 


The choice appeared to be one 
between race and country. 

Editorial writer Oreste Grego- 
rio wrote in Mussolini’s Popolo 
D'Italia that Jews must decide 

“whether they are Jews in Italy 
or Jews of Italy.” 

The editorial emphasized that 
Italian Jews must give up any op- 
position to the German Nazi prin- 
ciple of a pure Teutonic race (evi- 
denced by many restrictions upon 
Jews in Germany) and must aban- 
don any participation in the Zion- 
ist movement for a national Jew- 
ish home in Palestine. 

Opposition “Irreconciliable.” 

The paper held that opposition 
to Nazi ideas would be “irrecon- 
ciliable with the friendship that 
binds us to Germany and which 
has objectives far more vast and 
fundamental than the Jewish 
question.” (Italy and Germany are 
linked by friendship accord to co- 
operate in action upon European 
problems.) 

Support of the Zionist move- 
ment would be “in definite oppo- 
sition to the Mediterranean spirit 
of Italy” because, the newspaper 
said, the national home project is 
designed to set up a new state un- 
der British control which would be 
hostile to Arabs and Moslems. 
(Mussolini has proclaimed firm 
friendship for the people of Is- 
lam.) 

Despite the strong ‘tenor of the 
editorial, there was a défirfite in- 
dication that Mussolini’s declared 

policy of friendship and justice 
for Jews would be continued.

According to police reports, the 
husband, Leonard Ameker, 40, was 
sitting in a chair in the kitchen 
of her home at 283 Parkway drive, 
Apartment 3, as his wife stood at 
the sink. Louis Effel, 24, was 
standing near a cupboard, capping 
strawberries. 

Effel told police he suddenly 
saw a pistol in Ameker’s hands, 
and that the gun was fired once. 

Effel said he wrested the weapon 
from Ameker, and then carried 
the wounded woman into a bed- 
room. Ameker was taken into 
custody.

President Roosevelt renewed his 
plea for enactment of his court 
reorganization bill tonight with 
assertion that an old child labor 
decision must be reversed if his 
new labor legislation is to be de« 
clared constitutional. 

Expressing pleasure and gratifi- 
cation at the opurt’s decision upe 
holding the social security act, 
the chief executive told reporters 
that he hoped the tribunal would 
cling to the same human point of 
view in cases yet to be decided, 

His statement was made in res- 
ponse to a newspaperman’s ques< 
tion whether the decisions of yes- 
terday had altered his plans for 
the court bill, under which five 
new justices would be added to 
the court unless as many older 
judges retire. 

Issues To Be Tested. 

The answer, the President said, 
was obvious. Many issues vital to 
the plans of his administration, is- 
sues involved in future legislaq- 
tiorr-and indaws previously enact- . 
ed have yet to be’ put to the test 
by the court. 

His message of yesterday, pro=- 
posing legislation prescribing 
minimum labor standards, in- 
volves four fairly important 
changes in national policy, he in« 
dicated. 

He urged then that goods pro< 
duced at wages below specified 
minima and hours in excess of 
specified maxima, together with 
the products of child labor and of 
employers who deny collective 
bargaining rights be barred from 
interstate transportation. 

Reversal Necessary. 

He said if the child labor pro@ 
visions of the bill introduced in 
conformity with his message are 
to be upheld there must be a deci- 
sion reversing the court’s child 
labor decision of 20 years ago.

Fulton reported, contended that 
Shintoism was merely a rite of pa- 
triotism. 

Dr. Fulton told the assembly 
that some ill will toward the 
church and its missionaries had 
been engendered in Korea by the 
decision. 

Dr. Fulton related Japanese po- 
lice met him at Korean railway 
‘stations, attended meetings in 
which he participated and kept 
‘him under constant surveillance. 

The question of re-entry into the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America was sent down 
to the presbyteries for advice.

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U. S. Chemists Discover 
Method To Age Liquor in 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(UP) 
Three Department of Agriculture 
inventors tonight revealed a new 
technique which gives brandy a 
“rather smooth, delicate” flavor 
after only six days of aging. 

Under the process the raw liquor 
is “shocked” in an electrical ap- 
paratus which releases tiny silver 
particles as the current flows 
through the brandy. It is much 
the same as the plating of silver- 
ware except that silver powder 
remains free and ages the mixture. 

Technique Discovered by Pair. 

Dr. Harry E. Goresline and El- 
mer Arthur Beavens discovered 
the technique while testing a 100- 
proof mixture of alcohol and wa- 
ter. To their astonishment, it 
showed all the signs of aging. 
They continued with raw apple 
brandy at an experimental station 
at Geneva, N. Y., and sent the 
finished product to Dr. E. K. Nel- 
son here for tests. The three men 
are associated with the United 
States Bureau of Chemistry and 
Soils. 

Their work is considered com- 
mercially important because the 
shortening of time necessary for 
aging any type of liquor lessens 
the financial burden of holding 
such large quantities in storage 
and also reduces losses due to 
leakage and evaporation over the 
long time required to mellow the 
liquor. 


Professionals Concur. 
Dr. Nelson, who admits that he 
is an amateur when it comes to 
telling by taste whether a brandy 
is good, not only made chemical 
tests of the quickly aged brandy 
but had professional brandy test- 
ers try the samples. All experi- 
ments showed that there was little 
difference between the new and 
aged-in-the-wood varieties. 

In one experiment raw apple 
brandy was taken from a commer- 
cial still and given the silver 
treatment with the current 
strength at 0.8 milliampere and the 
rate of flow of four gallons per 
hour. Another sample was run 
through the apparatus a second 
time while a third sample was put 
in another glass bottle untreated. 
“When these bottles were open- 
ed, the control sample of brandy 
had not changed in aroma or fla- 
vor,” the experimenters said in a 
report to the American Chemical 
Society. “Both the treated sam- 
ples, however, had a more mellow 
flavor and a pleasing aroma. 
Double Treatment Successful. 
“It was apparent that the dou- 
ble treatment had accomplished 
the better artificial aging or mel- 
lowing in this product. Eleven 
months of storage in glass seemed 
to bring about very little change 
in any of these samples.” 

The experimenters believe that 
their discovery also can be adapt- 
ed to mixtures of wines fortified 
by brandy. When they made tests 
with grape brandy run through 
their silver treatment, they found 


that the samples were superior to 
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Figures from Table 4 of 
report of Federal Trade

Judge Attacked by WPA Official 


Reliet Statement 


Westbrook, Washington Attache, Claims Relief As Pri- 
marily a Problem of Federal Government ; Miss 
Shepperson Praised for Work. 


Any judge who jails an employ- 
able for declining private employ- 
ment because it doesn’t afford a 
living for himself and family 
“ought to be impeached,” Law- 
rence Westbrook, of Washington 
WPA headquarters, declared last 
night before the Atlanta Public 
Forum. 

Westbrook’s declaration came in 
response to a request from the au- 
dience for his opinion of Judge 
W. M. Harper, of Sumter county 
superior court, who was quoted in 
press dispatches from Americus 
Monday as saying “anyone who is 
able to work can procure work 
and has no visible means of sup- 
port, although relief funds are 
supplied him, is a vagrant under 
our law and should be indicted as 
such.” 

Westbrook, as he understood the 
judge’s statement, it was unquali- 
fied. 

Qualifies Statement. 

“T shall qualify my statement,” 
said Westbrook, “by saying: If a 
bookkeeper declines private em- 
ployment at 50 cents a. day, as a 
ditch-digger, and declines knowing 
it will not support him and his 
family and a judge puts him in 
jail, that judge ought to be im- 
peached.” 


Dr. Willis A. Sutton, superin- 
tendent of Atlanta city schools, 
presided over the forum last night 
and Miss Gay B. Shepperson, state 
WPA administrator, introduced 
the speakers. 

Presenting Miss Shepperson, Dr. 
Sutton declared that “no state in 
the Union could have had a more 
conscientious, a better prepared or 
a more intellectual head of WPA 
than Georgia has had” in Miss 
Shepperson, — 


Westbrook discussed the WPA 
work relief program and its pur- 
poses, declaring that relief is “pri- 
maril¥ a problem of the federal 
government because of the wide 
diversity of interests throughout 
the country.” He claimed that 
Atlanta’s industries were not alone 
dependent upon Atlanta for sup- 
port and that at one time two- 
thirds of this city’s population was 
receiving relief of some sort. 

English Methods. 

Walker M. Aldington spoke on 
“England Answers the Question of 
Relief,” in which he _ discussed 
British methods of dealing with 
relief and unemployment and de- 
scribed social insurance as prac- 
ticed in England. 

W. Eugene Harrington, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, discussed relief from 
the viewpoint of business and 
himself paid tribute to Miss Shep- 
person as an administrator. 

“IT say, without any qualifica- 
tion,” he said, “that Georgia has 
the most capable WPA adminis- 
trator of any state in the Union.” 

Declaring that relief is the big- 
gest problem facing the United 
States today, Harrington said its 
solution is “necessary but quite 
difficult.” He said balancing of the 
federal government’s budget is the 
“most serious retarding influence 
on American business today.” 

While he did not advocate com- 
plete divorcement of the federal 
government from relief activities, 
he said centering responsibility for 
relief in local government would 
“give us a more elastic system 
because it would permit of the lo- 
cal handling of local problems,” 
while the federal government 
must, of necessity, make its poli- 
cies more general in nature.

a Love and More Under- 
standing Is Said To Be 
Necessary. | 


By HOWARD VINCENT O’BRIEN 

LONDON, May 25.—I have an 
English friend who has traveled a 
great deal. Unlike most English 
travelers, he has acquired a cos- 
mopolitan point of view. For that 
reason, I tell him he is not a typ- 
ical Englishman. He answers that, 
for precisely the same reason; he 
does not consider me a typical 
American. We argue about this a 
great deal, oblivious to the fact 
that he has never seen a “typical” 
American, any more than I have 
seen a “typical” Englishman. In 
neither case is there any such 
creature, 

Nevertheless, there really are 
differences between the two coun- 
tries, and I think we _ shall get 
along much better if we recognize 
the existence of those differences 
“i quit the pretense that we are 

We arenotkin. We are not even 
related by marriage. Americans 
think that, because England is a 
democracy, her social structure is 
like ours. And Englishmen think 
that, because we speak English— 
even if it is, from his standpoint, 
a degraded and unintelligible Eng- 
lish—we are merely a British col- 
ony gone wrong. An Englishman 
sufficiently educated to know 
something of our history knows 
that there are what he calls “for- 
eign elements” in our population; 
but he persists in believing that 
the Poles, Italians, Slovaks, Greeks 
and what not who hold American 
citizenship are as inconsequential 
as the unassimilated foreign pop- 
ulation of London. That these ele- 
ments are not merely in the United 
States but are the United States, 
is simply beyond his understand- 


ing. 
Elbows and Thumbs. 

There are times when I weary of 
explaining these things to Eng- 
lishmen. I grow fatigued by the 
assumption that Americans are a 
crude and illiterate people, toler- 
able only in so far as they are 
able to imitate English ways. 

The English have a way of 
making me feel all elbows and 
thumbs. They make me feel that 
I am wearing overalls in a draw- 
ing room, and I live in a state of 
constant anxiety that I may say 
or do the wrong thing. I tremble 
at the lifted eyebrows of a butler 
and I shrivel at the cold disdain 
of a barmaid. I’m ashamed of the 
way I roll my “R’s,” and of say- 
ing “sure” and “yeah” instead of 
“certainly” and “yes.” I find my- 
self broadening my “A’s” and say- 
ing “Oh, rather,” and blushing 
when I laugh out loud in a restau- 
rant. 

_Then comes a defensive revul- 
sion. Shamelessly, I say “Well, I 
guess,” and talk through my nose. 
I blaze at the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury’s assumption that the Brit- 
ish crown is uniquely dedicated to 
the service of the Lord; and when 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s voice qua- 
vers as he tells of how British 
prime ministers have labored at 
No. 10 Downing Street for 200 
years, I want to call his attention 
to the fact that Washington, 
D. C., has been a center of gov- 
ernment for quite a spell, too. 

The Eagle Screams. 

I grow warmish when I hear 
talk about the “youth” of. the 
U. S. “A. Iremember that the 
Stars and Stripes is one of the 
oldest flags on the planet, and if 
we Americans haven’t as much in 
the way of historic background as 
some peoples have, perhaps it is 
better to have too little historicity 
than too much. Tradition has its 
charm, and it has its practical 


value, too; but I prefer to have it | 


my servant rather than my master. 

One of the most deeply rooted 
traditions of England is that 
Americans are ignorant and un- 


as well educated, in the sense of 


‘current affairs, as is the average 
Briton. And I will go further in 
heresy with the contention that 
the average American has warmer 
manners, if not better ones, than 
has the average Briton. I will 
add, however, that the average 
Briton is well endowed with self- 
respect, while the average Ameri- 
can is not. I cannot conceive of 
an Englishman aping American 
ways, except in derision; but I 
encounter many Americans who 
do their best to conceal their 
origin. 
Peace And Progress. 

Having thus indulged the eagle 
in a most unmannerly scream, I 
wish to say that the most impor- 
tant thing for the peace and prog- 
ress of the world is co-operation 
between Great Britain and the 
United States.. Though they be de- 
mocracies of different form, they 
are still democracies; both hostile 
of the tpranny of dictators. If they 
pull together in a concert of ac- 
tion, an orderly world is possible. 
But they will not pull together if 
they do not understand their dif- 
ferences at least as well as their 
similarities. 

The foreign policy of the United 
States is often addled by sentimen- 
tality. That of Britain never is. 
Uncle Sam is like a big blundering 
dog that has never been cuffed. 
Britannia is scarred with the kicks 
and bites of a thousand years. We 
fall for soft words and believe the 
stranger when he assures us that 
we are the center of creation. Brit- 
ain is immune to flattery and 
trusts no one. We look up to her 


i; with respect if not affection. She 


would trade us for a coaling sta- 
tion or a couple of Indian Rajahs, 
if the deal were to her advantage. 

We shall both be more useful to 
the world, I think, if we love each 
other less and understand each 
other more.

In 1850, three of William Rocke- 
feller’s chums were indicted as 
members of a group that operated 
an “underground horse railroad” 
—running off horses from various 
parts of the country. Rockefeller 
moved to Owego, N. Y., there he 
maintained his reputation as a 
rover. But he always sent money 
home and in liberal amounts, 

In 1853 the restless Rockefellers 
moved to Strongsville, Ohio, and 
the following year to another 
farming settlement called Parma. 

Mother Relies on John. 

The father continued his roam- 
ing life. John, now 15, was his 
mother’s chief reliance. 

In his all-important early teens 
John D. was subjected to conflict- 
ing family influences. 

His mother trained him to be 
scrupulously honest, clean in 
thought, fearful only of the eternal 
punishment ‘n store for sinners, 
His father, on the other hand, 


seemed to flout many of the 


mother’s precepts. 

Breezing in from a trip, the fa- 
ther bubbled with tales of deals in 
which he had always managed to 
trim the other fellow. 

Young John was at an impres- 
sionable age. Small wonder if his 
father sometimes seemed to him a 
hero. 

Cheat Children. 


One William Rockefeller ex- 
plained to a crony his ideas of 
rearing his children: 

“I cheat my boys every chance 
I get. I trade with the boys to 
skin ’em, and I just beat ’em every 
time I can. I want to make ’em 
sharp.” 

This, decidedly, was not Eliza 
Rockefeller’s code. She fought 
long, hard and perhaps with some 
success to combat her husband’s 
ideas. When she died in 1889, at 
75, the burial certificate listed her 
as “widow.” This information was 
furnished by the family. Certain 
it is that he lived many years 
after the death of Eliza. 

In September, 1902, he visited 
John D. at the son’s estate, Forest 
Hill, East Cleveland. The father 
had grown immensely stout, and 
he told his old pals his feet -were 
bothering him. From that meet- 
ing John D.’s father passed into 
the mist. 

Mother Wanted College. 

In 1854 young John Rockefeller 
was graduated from the district 
school at Parma. His mother was 
determined he should eventually 
go to college. William Rockefeller 
opposed. In September his mother 
drove with him over to Cleveland, 
found board and lodging for him 
at a dollar a week, and enrolled 
him in the school. The boy passed 
one year at Central High, accom- 
plishing nothing that marked him 
from his fellows. 

John had an itch to get into 
business. Now, for the first time, 
he asked a favor“of his parents. 
He told them that when school 
closed he wanted to remain in

First Job at 16, 

Thus it came about that John 
D. passed his 16th birthday avidly 
absorbing the new-fangled system 
of doubl-entry bookkeeping. 

During September days -in 1855 
he tramped the streets looking for 
a job. Any job. 

Times were tough, jobs scarce, 
and the business men were too oc- 
cupied with their own affairs to 
sense his worth. 

One morning, he turned for the 
tenth time to the docks. Pausing 
at the warehouse of Hewitt & 
Tuttle, wholesale forwarding con- 
cern, he repeated his patient for- 
mula: 

“Good morning, sir. Do 
want a boy?” 

Church Clinches Job. 

The man addressed spat upon 
the board sidewalk and_ replied 
gruffly: 

‘Dunno, Sonny. Come 
after I’ve had dinner.” 

Young Rockefeller neglected his 
own meal and was back at the 
warehouse at 12:15. Was ques- 
tioned by Tuttle first. The part- 
ners pricked up their ears when 
they learned of his training in 
commercial college. Evidence that 
he was a steady, church-going boy 
clinched the job. 


September 26, 1855, John Rock- 
efeller became Hewitt & Tuttle’s 
errand boy, sub-clerk and general 
handy man. 

This first humble job was the 
most fortunate connection the 
fledgling Rockefeller could have 
made. Hewitt & Tuttle shipped 
grain, produce and coal by rail, 
canal and lake. Shipping charges, 
damage claims, etc., had to be al- 
located among three carriers. 

It was a fascinating and valu- 
able environment for a _boy of 
Rockefeller’s mold. 


Success From First. 


From the first, young Rockefel- 
ler was a shining success. But 
his shrewd employers did not tell 
him so. On New Year’s day, 
1856, they merely handed him $50 
for his 14 weeks’ work, and pro- 
moted him to assistant bookkeeper 
at $25 a. month. 

Before John D. was 18, the 
firm’s $2,000-a-year head book- 
keeper resigned. Rockefeller re- 
ceived the place, but not the sal- 
ary. The boy had a position of 
authority and responsibility. And 
now he first learned the value of 
negotiation. He developed  sur- 
prising ability to adjust com- 
plaints and to win what he wanted 
by soft methods. 


Dreamt of Riches. 


In his personal expenditures the 
boy squeezed every cent. Wealth 
was the one object of his dreams 
and schemes. Small as his salary 
was, he saved the bulk of it. 
Through his father he made sev- 
eral small investments. He found 
his social life inexpensively in 
church and Sunday school. 

In his 18th year, John D. was 
elected a trustee of the Erie Street 
Mission. His father thoroughly 
approved. The old rover realized 
the practical advantages of 
church-going for an ambitious 
youth. 

Soon the young bookkeeper had. 
saved and was making enough 
money’ to branch out in business 
for himself.

‘No Mere Technicality,’ Den- 
ny Says of Unification 
Plan. 


RICHMOND, Va., May 25.—(P) 
Bishop Collins Denny declared 
today the question he raised as to 
the legality of voting procedure on 
the Methodist unification plan was 
“not a mere technicality but a 
matter of fundamental church 
aw.” 


Bishop Denny and his son, Col- 
lins Denny Jr., former assistant at- 
torney general of Virginia, issued 
a statement last week declaring 
the proposed method of balloting 
on unification was illegal under 
the law of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 

Bishop Denny said although the 
rule for changing the articles of 
religion of the southern Methodist 
church was passed in 1808, it was 
by no means “obscure.” 

“It is no more obscure,” he said, 
“in the law of the southern church 
than is John Marshall’s decision in 
the Marburry vs. Madison case in 
1803, giving the United States su- 
preme court the right to declare 
acts of congress unconstitutional, 
in general jurisprudence.”

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CRYSTALLIZING SENTIMENT 

Any person able to work, who can procure 
work and has no visible means of support, 
should be indicted as a vagrant, even though 
he is a recipient of relief money, the Sumter 
county grand jury was charged this week by 
Superior Court Judge W. M. Harper. 

Judge Harper’s charge reflects the growing 
public revolt against the support in compara- 
tive idleness of workers who could live by the 
labor of their hands if they would. This criti- 
cism is not directed at federal relief as a whole, 
but against the abuse of that relief which has 
crept in through the degeneration of character 
' Inevitable in a certain proportion of those who 
are supported by a dole, under any name. 

“Tt is not,” said Judge Harper, “the man 
who seeks relief instead of employment, nor 
he who sits idly by and awaits the old-age 
pension, nor is it he who frowns upon honest 
toil and insists upon relief until employment of 
his choosing may be pressed upon him who 
will contribute to the upbuilding of social 
security.” 

Federal relief was launched as a vitally nec- 
essary emergency step. It fed the hungry who 
were, through no fault of their own, unable to 
exist otherwise. It came to the rescue of hard- 
pressed local resources and averted a national 
tragedy. 

It was strictly an emergency program. That 
emergency has now passed, to a great extent, 
but the relief administration argues for the 
continuance of the heavy appropriations of the 
past few years. 

President Roosevelt in his budget messsage 
recommended an appropriation of $1,500,000,000, 
instead of the $3,000,000,000 asked by Adminis- 
trator Harry Hopkins. The effort is now under 
way in congress to reduce this amount further. 

Leaders in both houses are advocating dras- 
tic economy or elimination in relief expendi- 
tures. Such men as Senator Byrd, of Virginia, 
and Senator George, of Georgia, have raised 
their voices time and again in the cause of 
economy. 

Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, of Illinois, Dem- 
ocratic whip'in the upper house, in a scorching 
speech on Monday demanded abandonment of 
the Works Progress Administration and the 
turning back of the task of relief to the states. 

Many other leaders believe federal relief 
could now be entirely eliminated, returning the 
responsibility for those still unable to provide 
for themselves back to local governments, local 
charities and the individual’s own family. Sup- 
porters of this argument point to figures of the 
National Manufacturers’ Association, of the 
Federal Re-employment Service and other 
groups which indicate that employment in pri- 
vate industry has now returned to the normal, 
equaling the ratio existent prior to the de- 
pression, in 1929. 

Lacking a complete federal survey of the 
unemployed, it is impossible to gain an accu- 
rate picture of the national situation. 

There is no. denial, however, that many 
present recipients of the relief dole could, if 
they would, find self-supporting work or live 
upon the earnings of other members of their 
families. There is a serious shortage of farm 
labor in many sections of Georgia. The tex- 
tile industry is operating at peak activity. Con- 
tractors report difficulty in finding competent 
workers in the construction industry. | 

It is inevitable, in a democracy, that pub- 
lic sentiment is slow to crystallize. The people 
who rule themselves require time for full reali- 
gation of a condition needing change. This is, 
in practice, one of the strongest assets of de- 
mocracy. The people are slow to speak, but 
when they do speak, their voice is the voice 
of conviction. 

Slowly the nation is awakening to realiza- 
tion that the federal relief load can, in any 
event, be lightened and, possibly, lifted en- 
tirely.

A WISE GOVERNOR 

Governor Herbert H. Lehman, of New York, 
recently vetoed an act passed by the state as- 
sembly which would have established a censor- 
ship over all New York stage productions. For 
this action Governor Lehman deserves thanks 
of the nation. 

The act in question was voted on the crest 
of a wave of popular indignation at certain 


+ burlesque performances in New York which for 


too long had outraged decency. These produc- 
tions had for years far outstepped any reason- 
able bounds of good taste and had, in fact, 
become temples of obscenity. They were 
abruptly closed by the action of one city official 
who refused to renew their licenses. 

This was desirable, but, as is so often true 
of reform movements, the pendulum swung too 
far, reaching its extreme in the enactment of 
the measure, now vetoed, which would have 
established a one-man censorship over the en- 
tire New York stage. 

There are laws in all cities which may be 
invoked to protect the theatergoing public from 
indecency. Censorship is an _ undesirable 
means to an end. It places too much power 
in the hands of one man, or a small group, and, 
while one official may be safely trusted with 
such responsibility, another may abuse his 
authority. : 

Censorship in New York is particularly un- 
desirable because, in effect, the New York stage 
is the national stage. With the virtual pass- 
ing of “the road,” theatergoers in all parts of 
the country rarely see legitimate stage per- 
formances of significance, save when they visit 
New York. And even in regard to productions 
which do, eventually, reach the smaller cities, 
they would never be created, in most instances, 
except in New York. 

Thus, in saving the New York stage as a 
whole from the shackles of unwise censorship, 
Governor Lehman has saved the stage of all 
the country. 


A VALUABLE OBJECT LESSON 

An interesting review of the process through 
the courts of the case of Eli Melton, young 
Columbus man who was electrocuted at the 
state prison last week, is given in a communi- 
cation to The Constitution from Judge C. F. 
McLaughlin, of the Chattahoochee judicial cir- 
cuit. Judge McLaughlin’s communication ap- 
pears on the opposite page. 

This outstanding jurist calls attention to 
erroneous reports that this case traveled up 
and down through the courts of the state for 
nearly three years. He shows that the accused 
man was tried only once, lost every appeal he 
made, and paid for his crime with life 15 
months after his arrest. 

The record of this case is a fine tribute to 
the efficiency of the courts under Judge Mc- 
Laughlin’s direction, and of the soundness with 
which they are.conducted. For many years the 
courts of the Chattahoochee circuit have held 
an enviable position for the swiftness and cer- 
tainty of their decisions, despite the universally 
acknowledged cumbersome processes of the 
Georgia criminal code. 

The fact that the case required 15 months 
for final settlement, despite the speed and lack 
of error with which its first stage was con- 
ducted in the Muscogee superior court, is strik- 
ing illustration of the necessity for Georgia to 
follow the example of numerous other states in 
simplifying their court procedure. 

In a British or Canadian court this case 
would have been handled in a fourth of the 
time it took in a Georgia court, despite the fact 
that the Georgia court of trial was presided 
over by an able and outstanding jurist, whose 
dockets are in nowise congested. 

For years the Georgia Bar Association and 
the Atlanta Bar Association have fought to se- 
cure formal changes in the court procedure of 
the state, only to meet with defeat at succeed- 
ing sessions of the legislature. 


The communication of Judge McLaughlin 
should serve a splendid purpose in calling fur- 
ther attention to the impossibility of swiftness 
and certain judgment upon lawbreakers in 
Georgia under the present court processes.

PUBLICITY COUNTS 
(From the Nashville Banner.) 

The results of an original survey to determine 
why cities and communities are selling themselves 
as industrial sites, how they are doing it, and 
what results they are getting, are given in the 
Forbes Magazine. 

An analysis of replies from 27 of the 59 re- 
porting cities shows that they have been actively 
advertising and promoting the advantages of their 
communities as industrial sites for an average of 
16 years, that they have spent a yearly average 
of $19,341 in advertising promotion. The survey 
indicates that the aggressive promotion campaigns 
of reporting cities have been fruitful. A sum- 
mary of those cities reporting specific results 
shows a gain of 40 new industries, 3,599 employes, 
and $7,607,000 in increased pay rolls in 1936 and 
an average gain of 6,188 industries, 67,480 em- 
ployes, and $63,051,000 in-pay rolls during the pe- 
riod of their industrial programs. 

Milwaukee, Wis., is credited with having at- 
tracted more industries than any other city cov- 
ered in the survey. The report states that it 
claims 200 new industries a year for 10 years. 

‘The city that has been selling itself longest, 


according to the survey, is Richmond, Va. It be- 
gan 70 years ago to promote its advantages.

CONFUSION WASHINGTON, May 25.—Many a wise statesman 

ran for cover when President Roosevelt submitted 
his idea of creating federal standards of labor for all industry. 
“This,” said one astute leader as he went out the door, “is a sub- 
ject about which I intend to say the least possible.” 

Mr. R. followed much the same course in his message. He sub- 
mitted only the idea, but no formula for accomplishing it. In the 
bill, clipped in by the White House to Congressmen Connery and 
Black for presentation, the difficulty of getting a practical formula 
was frankly confessed. A blank space was left where the hours, 
wages and employes to be affected were supposed to be stipulated. 
In the ‘official announcement posted on the press gallery bulletin 
board, the number of commissioners to serve on the new commis- 
sion (three) was scratched out with pencil and a new number in- 
serted (five). 

The official copy of the~bill was changed so much within the 
last hour before its introduction that Representative Connery called 
Senator Black on the telephone and had him dictate insertions and 
deletions. Both wrote their corrections in long hand in the official 
copies of the bill they presented. 

If there has ever been such confusion, misunderstanding and 
conflict about the contents of an important piece of legislation, it 
has not occurred within the memory of legislators now living. 


QUARRELING This condition tells the whole story, of the legis- 

lation and the underlying feeling of congress- 

men. They are all for decent working standards, but no twg will 

agree on how these can be impressed upon the country, by federal 

force, in a practical and effective way, with different standards of 

aoe in each community and the differing ability of employers 
pay. 

It is just like poverty. Everyone is against it, but so far in the 
history of the world no one has worked out a practical formula to 
make everyone rich, and some people are beginning to wonder if 
there could be one. 

Even Black and Connery do not agree privately on their own 
formula. Mr. Connery is a 30-hour-week man. He saw the Presi- 
dent last week and agreed reluctantly on a 40-hour week and $16 
per week minimum pay. But along came Senator Black the night 
before the bill was introduced, insisting to the President that 30 
hours is right. And the unofficial attorneys general, Cohen and 
Corcoran, who drew the legislation for the President, with all the 
statistics at their command, say 40 hours should be the minimum. 

As a matter of fact, an impartial economist of pre-eminent na- 
tional standing says a 43-hour minimum would absorb all the un- 
employed. gj 


DELAY But even this is not the nub of the difficulty which is 

lurking in the mind of many a loyal Roosevelt supporter 
in congress. What disturbs them is a sentence in Mr. R.’s message 
stating: “These rudimentary standards will of fiecessity at the start 
fall far short of the ideal.” That line seemed to confirm their 
worst fear, namely that the exercise of federal authority over what- 
ever hours and wages are to be fixed in the legislation is only the 
beginning. 

Next year, if prices are up 20 per cent, it may be necessary to 
fix another, higher minimum. If prices go down 20 per cent, the 
minimum may be lowered. If unemployment is absorbed and a 
shortage of labor develops, further changes will have to be made. 

In other words, the plan would seem to start a federal system 
of economic control over industry to be adjusted from time to time. 
The question then arises as to who will sit on the powerful labor 
standards commission to wield such power as the granting of ex- 
emptions which may ruin one employer and help another. Will 
their powerful organization be under civil service? In political 
campaign years, will they deal equally with the various political 
sections of the country and with Republican and Democratic cam- 
paign contributors? 

The first all-inclusive answer available at the capitol was that 
many heated arguments must be settled before congress passes the 
legislation. 


OVERRULED Supreme court decisions upholding the social se- 

curity law caused hardly a ripple of surprise or 
interest. No one in Washington expected a different result. The 
general cloakroom impression in congress was that it tossed an- 
other spade of earth upon the President’s supreme court bill. At 
any rate, it made a change in the court appear to be less necessary 
than the President has contended. 

A more important judicial decision was rendered that same day 
by Mr. Roosevelt in his labor standards message. In a way, he 
assumed a position as Justice Roosevelt and handed down a new 
definition of interstate commerce. It laid down the principle that 
any product crossing a state line was in interstate commerce and 
reversed the court in the case of Hammer vs. Dagenhart. 

But his bill went even further. According to Mr. Connery, it 
means that the manufacturer of a dress made in New York city and 
sold in New York city is subject to federal regulation because the 
sale might affect federal regulations concerning another dress made 
across the river in New Jersey. 

In other words, the new liberalized supreme court doctrine au- 
thirizing federal regulation of the “flow of commerce” has now been 
expanded by the President. He is not only going to regulate the 


flow, but the drip.

“He simply is not permitted to 
escape nor will he succeed.

When he shows that he can keep 
the few rules of the prison and 
has developed a respect for gov- 
ernment, and a regard for the 
rights of others, he will be releas- 
ed from fhe detention yard and 
handled like the others.” 

Well, I don’t believe any man 
could hide under the hood of a 
running board truck motor, but 
otherwise the warden’s story rings 
truer than Sitamore’s and I am re- 
lieved to be told that the atrocity, 
if any, probably will terminate at 
Sitamore’s own will. He did break 
jail once and has threatened to do 
so again, he is a criminal by trade 
and a liar by the clock, and his 
most serious legitimate complaint 
seems to be that certain public of- 
ficijals of the two Miamis are not 
in prison with him. That is de- 
plorable, but the prison warden 
can’t go out and get them. 

Anyway, there are both sides of 
the story.

Never having been to Carthage 
or received any roses from there, 


this column may not be properly 
experienced to indulge in superla- 
tives over the present omnipres- 
ent smell of honeysuckle. But in 
our provincial opinion the fra- 
grance of this moment of the flow- 
er of the vine that borders a thou- 
sand roadsides and creeps along a 
million fences of the south is with- 
out a peer in all the priesthood of 
perfume. It is approached in 
sweetness by the orange blossom 
alone, and only distantly there. It 
is such a fragrance as does to the 
sense of smell what a yellow moon 
does to the sense of sight, a Per- 
sian melon to the sense of taste, a 
deep-throated thrush to the sense 
of hearing, an infinite Delilah to 
the sense of touch. In other words, 
it is a very sweet smell and the 
south is blessed with its wide cir- 
culation through so many months. 


We hold to this opinion even 
though we haven’t smelled the 
Carthaginian rose of which Edna 
Millay wrote and even though our 
friend, Dean Ivey Foreman Lewis, 
of the University of Virginia, one 
of America’s greatest botanists, 
speaks of the honeysuckle vine as 
a troublesome weed. Weed is his 
name for it because it grows s0 
greedily, is so hard to restrain, 
crowds out so many other growths, 
adds so much to every southern 
gardener’s problems. But so long 
as the dictionary specifies that a 
“weed” is “any useless plant of 
‘small growth” we _ shall protest 
Dean Lewis’ epithet. If the smell 
of honeysuckle isa useless thing 
so is the gleam of a star sapphire, 
the roar of a sea-shell, the flavor 
of mint, the tickle of a cold bath. 

The very excesses of this column 
on the subject today are evidence 
enough of the good or bad uses 
of honeysuckle. We just happened 
to smell a bunch of it on the way 
to work—and now listen to us, 
look at us! 

Theodore Dreiser advises this 
column that when he denied in 
court the other day that he was 
“a recognized American author” 
he didn’t really mean it. “You are 
too trained and wise in newspaper 
matters,” he writes, from New 
York, “to take too gravely most 
reportorial comments—for instance 
that I said seriously that I was ‘not 
a recognized American author.’ I 
was jesting. Counsel for the 
plaintiff knew it. Judge Cotillo 
smiled indulgently. Won’t you do 
as much. Sometimes, hope as one 
may, one will be misinterpreted, 
as you too well know, I am sure.” 


Too well, indeed, Mr. Dreiser! 
For great example, when one of 
our favorite recognized American 
authors declares jestingly that he 
is ‘not a recognized American au- 
thor,” and we proceed jestingly to 
give him a mock lecture on such 
modesty, and he counters with an 
unjesting profession of his own 
jest that denies ours—the misin- 
tefpretation is terrible.

Editor Constitution: On May 


122 I read an editorial in The At- 


lanta Constitution headed “The 
Law’s Delay,”’:\ and which has ref- 


erence to and discusses the Mel- 


ton case, who was executed on 


Friday. 


As the trial judge I herewith 
submit the facts to you. 


The judgment of the court from 
the date of the crime was execut- 
ed within 15 months. The case 
Was only tried one time. No res- 
pite was ever granted in this case. 

Reference is made to “traffic 
jams” on the court dockets. In 


-so far as it pertains to this cir- 


cuit that is a misstatement, as the 
Chattahoochee judicial circuit, 
which is composed of Columbus, 
Muscogee county, with five other 
counties, making six in all, is en- 
tirely up with the business and 
the dockets are not congested. 

This crime was committed Feb- 
ruary 13, 1936. The trial was 
had in March, 1936. The motion 
for new trial was dismissed on 
May 9, 1936, the motion being that 
the lawyers in the case decided 
and informed the court that they 
found no errors in the trial, and 
had no brief of the evidence or 
amended motion to present to the 
court, and the case was thus dis- 
missed. 
The father of the defendant em- 
ployed Hon. George P. Munro, 
who appealed the case to the 
United States district court, middle 
district of Georgia, Hon. Bascom 
Deaver presiding, on a_ writ of 
habeas corpus. The defendant, 
who was awaiting execution at the 
state farm, was thus saved by the 
United States judge’s order. 

On the hearing of the writ of 
habeas corpus the judge remanded 
the case back to this court, where-

upon Mr. Munro made a motion 
to this court to reinstate the mo- 
tion for new trial. This court 
granted the motion and reinstated 
the motion for new trial, as it was 
desirous to have the supreme 
court pass on this case and ascer- 
tain whether the trial was _ free 
from errors. 

This court overruled the mo- 
tion for new trial and the case 
was appealed to the supreme court 
of this state. The supreme court, 
after several months of considera- 
tion, affirmed the judgment of the 
trial court. When the judgment 
of the supreme court was made 
the judgment of this court, I im- 
mediately sentenced the defend- 
ant to die on the 21st day of May, 
and on Friday he paid the pen- 
alty for the crime he was charged 
with committing. 

You will observe my mathemat- 
ical calculation that all took place 
within a period of 15 months and 
not three years. 

This case was tried only once, 
no governor ever granted a res- 
pite. The case, in truth and fact, 
went to the supreme court and 
they considered it only once, and 
refused on the 19th to review my 
judgment overruling the extraor- 
dinary motion for new trial.

CHANGED HER TACTICS 

Editor Constitution: You refer 
in your recent editorial to the 
strange alliance of Great Britain, 
France and Russia. 

From a comparative standpoint, 
in 1914 this alliance was just as 
strange, when you had an abso- 
lute monarchy in alliance with two 
Democracies. 

Whether we be for or against 
either the monarchy. or the present 
Soviet regime, we cannot help but 
feel secure in the thought that the 
present Russian government is far 
stronger and of greater benefit to 
world democracy than was the 
Russian government in 1914—and 
the chances are, had Russia been 
as strong then as she is now, there 
would have been no World War, 
because Germany would not have 
taken upon herself to challenge the 
world and nearly win the war. 

The average human refuses to 
believe there is danger until 
danger overtakes him. Therefore, 
it is certainly to the great credit 
of the present English, French and 
Russian governments, no matter 
whether they be a democracy or a 
Soviet Union, that they are pro- 
tecting democracy and, indirectly, 
protecting us. 

The Soviet today is coming more 
and more to the capitalistic state 
in that it is rewarding unusual 
ability and effort—and, as you 
know, this is the basis of the 
profit system. 

The world outlook for peace cer- 
tainly is much brighter, and this 
is due to the fact that Russia has 
changed her tactics and that Great 
Britain is arming and France is 
holding fast. I hope, that in this 
collaboration of nations, Uncle 
Sam will not be tardy, but accepts 
his share of responsibility, so that 
the dictators will understand we 
believe in freedom of thought and 
action, and that, by all means, we 
are going to save democracy 
throughout the world.

Fascist Strength Will Meet 
First Serious Test in

AMSTERDAM, May 25.—()— 
Fascist strength will meet its 
first serious test in The Nether- 
‘lands tomorrow when 4,000,000 
voters elect a new house of par- 
liament. 

One hundred seats are at stake. 

The National Socialists, or Fas- 
cists, hope to win eight to ten of 


the seats—a big increase from the 


two posts won last year. 

A 43-year-old ex-engineer, An- 
ton Adrian Mussert, heads the 
party which supports abolition of 
political parties, a corporate state, 
a strong army and navy.

lI—Bells and Wires. 

In early days of the telephone, 
the operators, or “centrals,” were 
men. This is the custom even to- 
day in certain places abroad, but 
most centrals of the present are 
women. 

New York, New Haven and 
Philadelphia were among the pio- 
neer cities in starting telephone 
exchanges. 
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New York’s Broadway in early 


To overcome 
Thomas Watson invented a little 
hammer which would strike the 
edge of the diaphragm, instead of 
the center. This came to be known 
as “Watson’s thumper.” 


Later came the 


rung by electricity. Old-fashioned 
telephones had a device for ring- 
ing central. During my boyhood I 
lived in a rural district, and was 
able to “call up” certain friends 
without giving central the number. 
Two long rings and a short one 
would bring a member of a certain 
family to the telephone, because - 
their house was on our “line.” 
Here and there, the old custom of 
ringing central still exists. 


As the use of the telephones 
grew, the number of wires and 
telephone poles also grew. This 
led to the streets of large cities 
being thickly lined with poles, and 
with almost countless wires. 
Many persons felt that this hurt 
the appearance of their cities. 
They asked to have the poles tak- 
en down, and the wires placed 
underground. The change has been 
made in a great number of cities. 
In rural districts the wires almost 
always are strung from one. pole 
to another. 

Copper has been found the most 
useful metal for making wires. 
Certain other metals will carry 
electric waves as well, or better, 
but copper seems to be the best of 
the low-cost metals. 

Each subscriber is provided 
with a pair of wires for his tele- 
phone. These pairs of wires lead 
into cables, and hundreds of them 
run along together. Sometimes a 
cable contains more than 1,800 
pairs of wires. Paper between 
them keeps the electric current 
from jumping from one to another.

CONGRESS TO LIF 
“HELIUM MONOPOLY 


Would Permit Foreign Gov- 
ernments To Use Gas as 
Safeguard. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt asked congress 
today to permit foreign govern- 
ments to use American helium as 
a@ means of safeguarding passen- 
gers on lighter-than-air craft. 

He transmitted to Capitol Hill 
a report from a special committee 
of five cabinet officers proposing 
relaxation of regulations which, 
since 1925, have limited sale of the 
fireproof gas to domestic concerns. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, the German 
dirigible expert, commented 
through a spokesman that “this 
is definitely the first step toward 
what we want to get.” He express- 
ed hope congress would act 
speedily on the recommendations. 

Dr. Eckener came to Washing- 
ton from Lakehurst, N. J., where 
he inspected the wreckage of the 
fire-destroyed dirigible Hinden- 
burg, which used hydrogen.

“Yet that million shares carried 
control of another railroad,” re- 
marked Acting Chairman Truman 
Democrat, Missouri. 

“There was no attempt to de- 
ceive anybody,” Thomas protested 
hotly. “I’m telling you under 
oath that it was a plain error and 
nothing else—made by the clerks 
in my office, to be frank with 
you.” 

“But you were also under oath 
when you signed those erroneous 
reports, weren’t you?” inquired 
Assistant Committee Counsel 
Larry. Brown. 

“If the clerks in your office can 
make a $50,000,000 error year aft- 
er year, maybe the Interstate 
Commerce Commission should 
have greater powers of supervi- 
sion over your accounts.”

Federal Attorneys Dispute 


Charge of Timing Ques- 


tions for Effect. 


An effort to have a mistrial de- 
clared in the case of Harry New- 
berger, one of 20 defendants in the 
Kopald-Quinn mail fraud trial in 
United States court here, was 
overruled by Judge E. Marvin Un- 
derwood yesterday. 

The motion for mistrial, entered 
by Hal Lindsay, of defense coun- 
sel, came after Judge Underwood 
had twice called Newberger to 
task for talking while the oath was 
being administered to a witness. 


The judge, on his second warning 
to Newberger, threatened to cite 
him for contempt if he talked 
again. 

_ Promptly Overruled. 

Lindsay, offering his motion, 

_ Said he considered the judge’s re- 
marks to the defendant in the 
presence of the jury  prejudi- 
cial to Newberger’s case. The 
judge’s ruling denying the motion 
came promptly. 

Late in the day’s Session, a 
tense situation was created when 
Lindsay and Theodore E. Rein, the 
latter also of defense counsel, ob- 
jected to government examination 
of a witness and Lindsey remarked 
that “something like this happens 
every day at seven minutes to two 
o’clock.” Rein said he also had no- 
ticed that government attorneys 
wait until the last minute each day 
to ask similar .questions, leaving 
the jury under the impression that 
material evidence against some of 
the defendants would be forth- 
coming next morning. 

Neil Andrews, assistant district 
attorney, told the court he and his 
associates-conducted their case the 
best they knew how and denied 
that they had by design ever timed 
their questioning so as to bring a 
certain type of query at any cer- 
tain moment. 

Judge Underwood said he had 
noticed nothing wrong with: the 
manner in which the government 
was conducting its.case and that 
“this is a new ground on which 
to base objections.” 

Contact Man Heard.

Two new store teeth brought him the victory 
over “‘Maggie’’ Wilcox, Red Salsbury and Monk Arnold. 
When all was said and done, I took aside Mr. Herman 

James Stegeman, that Dresden china bit of a man, and asked 
him a few questions. 

For exactly 20 years now, Mr. Stegeman has been 
dealing with college boys- He coached three years be- 
fore coming to the University of Georgia in 1919. . He 
has served as coach, athletic director, teacher and dean 
of men. 

So, I asked him— 

“‘What, in 20 years, has been the big change in 
college boys?”’ | 
“They come to school as more experienced boys,” he said. 

“They have read more newspapers, books and magazines. They 
have a better idea of the world through radio and newsreels. 
They know who President Roosevelt is. And they know who 
is vice president. They know what John Lewis represents and 
William Green and they know what the AAA, the NRA, TVA, 
HOLC and other government agencies are. We used to get 
boys who hadn’t seen trains or movies. Good roads and the 
automobile have helped bring us a more experienced product— 
and a boy who thinks more and who knows more.” 


THE PLACE FOR ATHLETICS. 


‘Where do athletics fit into the picture today?” 

“They fit in but in a much more sensible manner. Intra- 
mural sports have done their share. The student bodies are 
larger. I imagine half the students at Georgia don’t know who 
is captain of the football team. They support the team. They 
regard it as their team. 

“But there are no two or three athletic heroes who 
are the demi-gods of the campus. Time was when that 
was true. Today the athlete in football is matched by 
one in track or tennis or golf. And the athletes have to 
go to classes and pass them. They are just students in 
a student activity.” 

“A great many educators say that about 50 per cent 
of the boys and girls in colleges over the United States 
today have no business being there; that they are there 
because it is the thing to do; because their parents wanted 
them to vo or because it is an opportunity to have a good 
time. What about it?” | 
“Well, that is in some measure true. I don’t think the 

percentage is that high. And the picture is changing. In the 
past 10 years it has become very hard for the boy or girl who 
wants to go to college merely for the social aspect of it or for 
a sort of “finishfng” course, to stick. They used to be able 
to stay for four years. Today they last one year or two. Rarely 
more than two. Then they drop out. Every year the per- 
centage vrows less. 

“‘We find that every year the record of class at- 
tendance grows better. It no longer is fashionable to 
cut classes. They go to them. Scholastic records are 
better.” 

“‘What has happened to the college gambler-drinker 
tvné which was so prevalent immediately after the World 
War and for about 10 years thereafter ?”’ . 

“He is about gone. Drinking is going out of style just as 
once it was in style with adults and grownups. In the years 
of which vou speak there was drinking at some of the student 
dances. It is but rarely that we have that condition at the 
dances today.” 


~ 


COLLEGE BASEBALL. 


“What happened to college baseball?” 

“A number of things. Some blame the decline of the game 
on football. That can’t be. We had football in the days when 
baseball was booming in colleges. And then, too, the games 
come in different seasons. Football isn’t to blame. 

“Others say the college discourages it. That isn’t 
true. They try to get it going. But we draw three times 
as manv people to an intramural softball game as we do 
to the Tech-Georgia baseball game. 

“There are a number of fai tors responsible. When 
baseball was booming in colleg 1s, there were no golf’ 
teams, the students did not hav2 cars, there were few 
danees, there were no tennis teams, and the movie came 
to town and stayed for a week. : 

“But most important of all, the high schools quit playing 
baseball. We have boys come to college who go out for the 
team with no previous experience. There are sandlot teams 
in the cities, a dozen high schools in Georgia play the game, 
and that’s about all. There is no baseball material coming to 
college. That’s the big reason why baseball has become a 
minor sport in the colleges.” 


THE COLLEGE BOY. 


“What about the college boy as a type? 
type superior to that of 20 vears ago?” 
“Without a doubt. \“e’ve got a boy who comes to 
college with more preparation, who attends classes with 
more zeal, who is more generally informed, who is more 
cosmopolitan and who has more advantages. He can 
develop himself along the lines he wishes. Years ago 
a B. A. course was about all a student could take. To- 
day he may go into commerce and learn about stocks 
and bonds and business. He may take art or literature 
or journalism. There is more opportunity.” 
“And what of the future of college football? ” 
; “It will find its proper level. A few years ago the Uni- 
versity Of Southern California football team was the rage. It 
was written up in large magazines as a sort of football dynasty 
Now the team loses its share of games. : 
- ‘The students do not get nearly so excited about a 
* football defeat as do some of the older alumni. The

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Cochrane Suffers 
Brain Concussion 


Hit by Pitched Ball, ‘Detroit Catcher-Manager 
Is in a “Very Serious” Condition. 


By GEORGE KIRKSEY. 


NEW YORK; May 25.—(UP)—Mickey Cochrane, stocky 


playing 


manager of the Detroit Tigers, was knocked out with a pitched ball 
in the fifth inning of today’s game with the New York Yankees, and 


was hurried to St. Elizabeth’s hospital. 


He had partly recovered con- 


sciousness tonight, but a physician attending him said he had brain 


concussion. 
A hospital bulletin said: 


“Cochrane is in a very serious condition. 


and there is a concussion.” 


His skull was fractured 


After a consultation with Dr. 
Alexander Nicholls at 9:15 p. m., 
Dr. Robert E. Walsh, Yankee club 
physician, announced that “Coch- 
rane is holding his own nicely and 
we have decided to do nothing 
until merning and see how he 
fares through the night.” 

Mrs. Cochrane was summoned 
from Detroit, and she left on the 
first plane, which was scheduled 
to get her here about 1 a. m. Wed- 
nesday. 

The ball that hit him: was 
thrown by Pitcher Irving Hadley. 
It struck Cochrane over the tem- 
ple and the sharp crack could be 
heard all over the field. The ball 
and Cochrane dropped to the 
ground almost together. 

He rolled over on his back. 
Hadley, running in from the 
pitcher’s box, was the first man 
to stoop over him. 

RECALLS TRAGEDY. 

The accident to Cochrane re- 
called one of the most tragic hap- 
penings in baseball—the pitch 
that killed Ray Chapman, Cleve- 
land shortstop, in 1920. The ball 
hit Chapman in the temple, and 
he dropped to the ground the same 
way Cochrane did. He died two 
days later. 

Cochrane lay there on the black 
earth, with the ball which had 
trickled down his body, at his side. 
Catcher Bill Dickey, standing over 
him, did not move. For seconds 
the 15,026 fans were hushed in 
their seats. 

Then Hadley, the big New York 
pitcher, started in for the plate. 
The Yanks raced in from their 
posts and the Tigers poured: out 
of the dugout, and in a few sec- 
onds the motionless body of Coch- 
rane was completely surrounded. 

Dr. Robert Emmet Walsh, Yan- 
kees’ physician, called for a 
stretcher, and they carried the De- 
troit manager to the Tiger dress- 
ing room.
